Making his run on the far 
turn, Agrarian was jammed again, but came 
through the stretch to be third to Cavalcade 
and Discovery, and going fastest of all at 
the end.

The Pendulum Is Slow 


N the late summer of 1942, after the Saratoga 

yearling sales had revealed that the American 
Thoroughbred market was at its weakest point in 
nearly thirty years, THE BLOOD-HORSE sought to 
discover the intentions of breeders as to the num- 
bers of mares they would breed the following 
year. If the expressed intention could have been 
carried out literally and generally, the reduction 
in number of mares would have amounted to 
about 24 per cent. But since only a negligible 
number of mares were to be disposed of without 
pedigree it was clear that the actual reduction 
would be considerably less. 

Last week we asked Registrar Fred J. E. Klees 
of The Jockey Club for the number of foals regis- 
tered in each of the last four years. These fig- 
ures, together with previously published totals for 
earlier years, are given here: 


Year Feals Year Foals 
1934 4,833 1939 6,315 
1935 : 5,035 1940 6,559 
1936 5,038 1941 6,784 
1937 5,472 1942 6,352 
1938 5,689 1943 5,839 


The number of registrations in 1943 was about 
8 per cent smaller than in 1942, about 14 per cent 
smaller than in the record year of 1941, but larger 
than in any of the pre-war years. Probably the 
1944 crop will be somewhat smaller. This mod- 
erate decline from peak production was brought 
about by a market which, in any business which 
was all a business, would have been a disaster. 

In 1943, after four years in which more than 
6,300 foals had been registered annually, and in 
the midst of a season greatly curtailed in point 
of number of races, the market strengthened 
greatly. In contrast with the 1942 season it 
seemed to be skyrocketing, but actually, when 
compared with earlier years, and when considered 
in the general environment of inflation, it was 
only showing what might be called a normal gain. 

We take it for granted—though the assumption 
conceivably could be in error—that the improved 
market for race horses will result in a vigorous 
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new increase in production. The number of foals 
registered in 1945 presumably will be a consider- 
able increase over 1943. This is the almost in- 
evitable response of breeders to the stimulus of 
the improved demand for racing material. 

In making such decisions the breeder of Thor- 
oughbreds takes a long-range gamble which is pe- 
culiar to the sport of racing. He had to guess his 
1942 matings on the basis of the 1941 returns and 
the dismal prospects for 1942, and the resulting 
foals will sell and prosper according to the con- 
ditions of two, three, and four years later. The 
conditions of racing may change abruptly, but the 
pendulum of production can swing only at a very 
deliberate pace. The breeder is in the same situa- 
tion as an unskilful rider at the trot, who goes up 
when the horse goes down, and comes down to 
meet the horse coming up, with bruising results. 
We hope this time that the horse and rider may 
hit upon the same rhythm. 

Bioodstock markets all over the world during 
the war have followed very much the same pat- 
tern as in the United States, with the reservation 
that here action was exasperatingly delayed. Rac- 
ing has been greatly curtailed, in most countries 
to an extent which makes the reductions in the 
United States seem trifling. A much smaller pro- 
portion of horses has been able to race and to win 
races. Except in the United States the values of 
races have been reduced below pre-war standards. 
Yet the trend of bloodstock values, as revealed 
by public and private sales, has been upward. 

Somewhere among these contradictory develop- 
ments lies a moral which American race tracks 
and American breeders need to carry over into 
the peacetime which lies ahead. 

The value of horses does not increase with the 
number of races. It increases only moderately 
in proportion to the values of purses. It increases 
most readily in proportion as the conditions of 
racing make a difference between the fortunes of 
good horses and bad horses. 

When horses—and especially mares—-are able 
to win sums and honors in proportion to their re- 
spective abilities, the number of foals produced 
will not matter.

Tax Amendment 


HE Danaher amendment to Congress’ new 

revenue bill, which bears all the earmarks of 
a New Deal measure, actually is an Old Line Re- 
publican masterpiece, a circumstance in which 
there may be a moral if you care to dig it out. 
Voting for one of the most discriminatory bits of 
legislation of its day were 10 Democrats, 26 Re- 
publicans, and a Progressive. Against it were 24 
Democrats and two Republicans. Leading the 
fight against the bill was Kentucky’s Senator 
Barkley, very much an administration man. Ken- 
tucky’s other senator, Chandler, was apparently 
not present to vote. The vote, incidentally, en- 
gaged 63 senators, or a little less than two-thirds 
of the membership; before the question of ab- 
sentee voting by soldiers is dropped, maybe some- 
thing ought to be put in to allow senators to vote 
while they are out mending fence. 

One evil of the amendment is that it is appar- 
ently directed chiefly against Marshall Field, 
whose principal sin, in this instance, lay in setting 
up the Sun against the Tribune in Chicago, and 
PM against the field in New York. Senator 
Danaher, to be sure, said that as far as he was 
concerned “Marshall Field was just a department 
store, and then artlessly pulled out of his pocket 
a compilation that the dry cleaners must have left 
in his suit, showing Mr. Field’s racing losses over 
the eight-year period of 1924-1931. Why the fig- 
ures were so shockingly old wasn’t quite clear; 
that was—think of it—before Roosevelt. It may 
have been an old suit, of course. 

Legislation directed against a man, or a small 
group, is always iniquitous, and in this instance 
lc presents the spectacle of the nation’s most au- 
gust legislative body putting the bite on an indi- 
vidual whose politics are not suitable to the Sen- 
ate majority. The fact that the action also puts 
the bite on other enterprises (including pecan 
growing, said Senator Thomas of Oklahoma) ap- 
parently was lost sight of in the heat of the chase. 

Although most news stories concerning the 
Danaher amendment mentioned racing stables, 
the bill does not seem in the least directed at rac- 
ing, and racing is perhaps one of the smallest of 
the enterprises it will affect. It happens, how- 
ever, that it is the only one in which this bystand- 
er is very much interested, and it is a considerable 
comfort here to reflect that in the steady contest 
between those who have money and those who 
must merely graft for it, the battle has not al- 
ways been to the strong. The Danaher bill, con- 
ceived without much imagination, offers several 
interesting possibilities for evasion. 

But as far as racing itself is affected by the 
Danaher amendment (which has still to gain 
House approval), there is a pretty plain obliga- 
tion on race tracks to do what THE BLOOD-HORSE 
has been advocating for a good while on other 
grounds—to increase purses to the point where 
even a big stable can get an even break at least 
once in five years. Most tracks, in these days of 
enormous profits and almost equally enormous 
taxes, could divert considerable sums into purses, 
without cutting very heavily into their own net 
profit. In lean years it is very fine to have some- 
one to stand losses to keep the game operating,

Matter of Finance 


N the subject of purses, it might easily be 

that an observer on the sidelines, reading of 
retroactive purse increases, of higher minimums, 
of the record daily average distribution in New 
York and Maryland, would conclude that horse- 
men also were getting their share of inflated 
values. This is not quite the fact. Individual 
tracks have shown increases which in some cases 
were very large. But the national picture, be- 
cause of abandoned meetings here and there, 
shows something else. The purse distribution in 
first monies in 1943 was just $1,866 higher than 
in 1942, or about 15 cents for each horse in train- 
ing. The respective figures were $12,896,426 and 
$12,894,560. 

It is of course saying something for the tracks 
which operated that they raised purses enough to 
make up for those which did not, but it is hardly 
saying enough. Horsemen’s bills must have been 
heavier in 1943. There were perhaps fewer horses 
trained, but feed prices were up more than enough 
to prevent any saving here. Labor was higher 
and scarcer, but not as scarce as it was high. 
Jockey fees were raised nearly everywhere. It 
seems rather absurd that a business as vast and 
as powerfully supported as racing cannot pay 
for the keep of the horses which sustain it, but 
if you will divide 12,000, which is about the num- 
ber of starters, into the first money figure given 
above, you will wind up with a little more than 
$1,000 in first monies per horse. And any trainer 
will charge you from $4 a day up to handle him, 
in addition to bills the trainer does not pay.

ROSPERITY continues at the Hipodromo de 

las Americas through its thirty-fifth day, 
with crowds remaining large and betting satis- 
factory. The January 8 program featured the 
overnight Handicap Hermosillo, a 4,500-peso af- 
fair at 5'. furlongs, won by Galia Stable’s Alned, 
a 6-year-old gelding by Neddie--Sun Bijur. The 
Handicap Veracruz, on the following day, carried 
a 10,000-peso purse, and engaged 3-year-olds and 
up at 114g miles. Denton and Burt's Gay Dalton, 
which had been given top weight of 122 pounds, 
was a strong favorite, but he tired under his 
weight before he could get to the front, and the 
winner was Charles S. Howard's Barging On, a 
5-year-old gelding by Bargello. 

The Mexican track announced last week that 
Marshall Cassidy, assistant secretary of The 
Jockey Club, would visit Mexico City in Feb- 
ruary, for a series of informal conferences with 
officials of the Hipodromo de las Americas and 
others interested in Thoroughbred breeding and 
racing below the border. Among the subjects 
which are to be discussed are the proposed Mexi- 
can stud book, on which some work has already 
been done, rules of racing, methods of foal regis- 
tration, and the establishment of an identification 
bureau for horses, modeled on that in use in New 
York and elsewhere. 

The stakes program at the Mexico City track 
was inaugurated January 6, when the Stakes 
Jockey Club Mexicano was decided. The next 
stakes event is the Handicap Puebla, a seven- 
furlong event for 3-year-olds and up, to be run 
January 23, and with a purse of 20,000 pesos, or 
about $4,125.

Hialeah Park 


HE first full week of racing at Hialeah Park 

confirmed the optimistic outlook which re- 
sulted from the return of the first two days. For 
the first eight racing days, including January 15, 
the pari-mutuel turnover had averaged $573,888, 
and the second Saturday was well ahead of the 
first. Hialeah Park of course had no racing last 
year; during the 1942 season, however, the bet- 
ting average was $520,185 for the entire meet- 
ing. The general history of Hialeah Park, and 
of most long meetings, is an increase in support 
as the better events come up for decision, and it 
is quite likely that the track will average around 
$600,000 or more if no outside difficulties are 
encountered. 

The January 15 program was featured by the 
seven-furlong Palm Beach Handicap, split into 
two divisions. Aside from this a $1,700 handi- 
cap for 3-year-olds and up at 144, miles was the 
best event, and this was won by Miss Anita 
King’s Son of War, by War Whoop, one of many 
outsiders to score during the day. A 3-year-old 
allowance race was taken by Woolford Farm’s 
Leavenworth, by Quenemo or Lawrin. The “baby” 
race was won by Isidore Bieber’s Bertie S., a 
daughter of Thanksgiving—-Fib, and thus half- 
sister to the stakes winners No Sir, Incoming, and 
Little Lie. She was the first winner by Thanks- 
giving, whose first crop, foals of 1941, included 
only four foals. 

The mid-week feature, on January 12, was a 
Class B handicap at six furlongs, and in this the 
odds-on Pig Tails was beaten by G. R. Watkins’ 
Charitable, by Wise Counsellor. The week also 
saw the graduation of Col. Gustave Ring’s Ring- 
away, a son of *Blenheim II—Gotoit, which was 
a $5,200 yearling in 1942. On January 14 a good 
overnight race for 3-year-old fillies went to Bo- 
mar Stable’s Blue and Grey, a grey daughter of 
Jean Valjean and the grey mare Alice Blue Gown, 
bred by the late John O. Keene. 

The Evening Handicap will be the feature of 
the January 22 program, and it has been an- 
nounced that the proceeds of that day of racing 
will be donated to the Dade County War Chest, 
which will in turn allocate the money to 20 
agencies in the Dade County Community Chest, 
17 in the National War Fund, and two service- 
men’s organizations in Miami.

Last fall the suspension of Trainer John A. 
Coburn, in connection with the stimulation of

Flying Scot Sold 


The 10-year-old stallion Flying Scot, by The

Flying Scot, bred by John Hay Whitney’s Llan- 
gollen Stable, won five races and $54,675 in four 
seasons of racing, including the Withers and Clas- 
sic Stakes. In his fourth season, 1939, he started 
only once, and was bred to a few mares that 
spring, getting two foals, one of which won at 
three in 1943. In 1941 he had 20 foals, from 
which came five 2-year-old winners last year. 

He was retired to the stud at Mr. Whitney’s 
Mare’s Nest Stud in 1939, but was bred to only 
four mares, and the following year he was leased 
to Mr. Combs, and stood at his Runner's Rest 
Farm, near Lexington, in subsequent seasons.

The high-class sprinter Overdrawn, 6-year-old 
son of Jack High—Finita, by St. James, suffered 
a broken bone in his knee when he was kicked in 
a race at the Fair Grounds January 8, and veteri- 
narians have despaired of saving him, it was an- 
nounced January 14. 

Overdrawn was bred by George D. Widener and 
raced under Mr. Widener’s colors through his 4- 
year-old season. Last year he was the property 
of James Powers’ Dearborn Stable, which still 
owned him at the time of his accident. Over- 
drawn, in his first four seasons, ran 60 times, win- 
ning 15 races, finishing second 13 times, third 11 
times, and earned $56,315. He won the Flash 
Stakes at two, the Jamaica Handicap at three, 
four, and five, the Ritchie Handicap at four, and 
the New Rochelle Handicap at five. His unlucky 
start January 8 was his first performance of 1944.

The handicapper in England, as in America, 
has given an official accolade to the fillies. In 
the 3-year-old division he has given Herringbone, 
which won the One Thousand Guineas and St. 
Leger substitutes, and Ribbon, which finished sec- 
ond in three classics, only one pound actual 
weight less than the Derby winner Straight Deal. 
From across the Atlantic Ocean it had appeared 
that Ribbon was the best of all the 3-year-olds in 
England in 1943, but she was harassed through- 
out the season by ill luck. 

It is a favorite sport of mine to classify the 
best horses in England according to the racing 
class of their dams. Of the top 15 3-year-olds, 
10 are out of stakes-winning mares, and two 
others are out of mares which placed in stakes. 
The other three—Nasrullah, Kingsway, and Why 
Hurry—are out of winners not far below stakes 
class. Three of the 15 are out of Oaks winners, 
Umiddad out of Udaipur, Tropical Sun out of 
Brulette, and Merchant Navy out of Rose of Eng- 
land. Bongrace, the dam of Ribbon, won the 


Ruthless, b. c. 
The Solicitor, b. c. by 
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Newmarket Oaks, Lingfield Autumn Oaks, Don- 
caster Cup, and Jockey Club Cup. Double Life, 
dam of Persian Gulf, was a top-class racer and 
producer. Most of the other mares concerned 
were genuinely high-class. 

In the list of leading 2-year-olds the distribu- 
tion is not quite so one-sided. Eight of the 15 
are out of stakes winners, Orestes, Fair Fame, 
Tudor Maid, Garden Path, Honeyway, Ruthless, 
Vigorous, and Lady Wyn, while the dam of the 
unnamed Colombo colt placed in stakes. Ranai, 
a French-bred mare which appears on both lists, 
as the dam of Full Bloom and Garden Path, raced 
in France, where she was below the top class. 
She had already produced the Derby winner Wat- 
ling Street for Lord Derby. To add another ex- 
clamation point to her story, she is also the 
grandam of Ruthless, which is on the above list 
of 2-year-olds, Ruthless being out of the stakes 
winner Correa. 

The degree to which high-class race mares mo- 
nopolize the honors as producers in England is 
something of a wonder when contrasted with the 
results in the United States. There are, I think, 
two principal reasons for this. First, English rac- 
ing takes great pains to develop the racing talent 
of its fillies, which are neglected in America to 
such an extent that many of our best race mares 
must either run in claiming races or stay on the 
farm. Second, breeders in England are much 
more aware than their brothers in America of the 
advantages of breeding the best mares to the best 
stallions. Regardless of whatever nicks and sys- 
tems and juggling of bloodlines their writers may 
tell us about, they see to it that their high-class 
race mares and their proved producers are bred 
to top-ranking stallions in the fullest measure 
possible. In America it is not easy to follow this 
policy as completely as is done in England, hence 
its advantages tend to be overlooked to a degree. 

Lord Derby’s Fairway is the sire of three 
horses on each of the above lists, including Rib- 
bon and the Two Thousand Guineas winner Kings- 
way. Lord Derby’s other great sire, Hyperion, is 
represented five times. The only other stallions 
with as many as three representatives on the 
combined lists are Nearco and Fair Trial, the 
former by Fairway’s brother Pharos and the lat- 
ter by Fairway himself, and both of them tainted 
on the distaff side with American strains which 
were given special dispensations by the General 
Stud Book to prevent the Jersey Act from dis- 
qualifying English-owned stock. 

Orestes, the best 2-year-old colt, is by Donatello 
II, Italian-bred champion by *Blenheim II. The 
3-year-old Nasrullah is by Nearco out of *Mah- 
moud’s sister Mumtaz Begum, by *Blenheim II, 
and incidentally he carries on both sides of his 
pedigree the specially purified American taints 
which distinguish the breeding of Nearco and 
Fair Trial. Panorama, sire of Fragrant View, is 
by Sir Cosmo, by The Boss, by Orby, by Orme 
out of Rhoda B., by Hanover—another American 
taint that had to be dry-cleaned to distinguish it 
from the unpurified Hanover strains in other stud 
books. 


The Best 2-Year-Olds 


N this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE appears John 
B. Campbell's handicap of the best 2-year-olds 
of the 1943 racing season. It is a professional 
rating which will provoke much disagreement on 
the part of the amateurs. Any handicap is large- 
ly an arbitrary affair, and in 1943 the 2-year-olds 


were extraordinarily scrambled, so that the actual 
task of ranking them was harder than in any

year in my recollection. My own most positive 
disagreement would have to do with Bee Mac, a 
filly which, while she was sound, seemed better 
than any of the colts racing in the East. But the 
handicapping of Bee Mac is strictly academic, as 
the injury she suffered in Maryland meant the 
end of her racing career. 

Mr. Campbell rates two fillies, Durazna and 
Miss Keeneland, at 121 pounds, thus making them 
equal to his top colt, Pukka Gin, when the five- 
pound sex allowance is considered. The 1943 crop 
of 2-year-old fillies was an extra good one, a fact 
recognized officially in the handicap, which has 
seven fillies better than 115 pounds and only three 
colts better than 120. The ranking of Miss Keene- 
land as two pounds better than her stablemate 
Twilight Hear is interesting. I puzzled over 
these two for some time, finally decided that Twi- 
light Tear was a shade better than the daughter 
of *Blenheim II. I asked Trainer Ben Jones if he 
had an opinion on the subject; he wasn’t at all 
sure, but agreed tentatively that Twilight Tear 
was perhaps a little better—though I suspected 
he was simply being agreeable. 

In voting on the best 2-year-old colts in the 
Turf and Sport Digest’s poll of Turf writers I put 
C. V. Whitney’s Pukka Gin at the top, as Mr. 
Campbell has done. When the son of Firethorn 
arrived at the Whitney farm at Lexington to stay 
a few weeks before going to New Orleans I went 
out with Brownie Leach late in November to have 
a look at him. He is something of a study. If 
one were picking a horse strictly on conformation 
he would not be among the most likely prospects, 
though he is well made. It’s a case of Count 
Fleet all over; you couldn’t tell in advance that 
he had it, but after you know he had it you can 
see where he got it. That is, he’s a good horse for 
second-guessing. 

_ Pukka Gin stands a little under 15 hands three 
inches, and is substantial and strong rather than 
pretty and elegant, with a head that is slightly 
on the plain side. His fore legs, like Count 


Fleet’s, are not quite plumb, the way the pic- 
tures in the horse-judging pamphlets would have 
them. On his off fore ankle is a ringbone that

would have “knocked” his price if he had been 
sold as a yearling; it was never treated and has 
given no trouble. It was considerably more ap- 
parent when he was a yearling than it is now, a 
fact which probably caused him to be left with 
the second string rather than being sent to New 
York at first. 

His hind ankles appeared swollen. Ivor Bald- 
ing said that, early in the season, the ankles 
cracked resoundingly when he walked; they may 
have held the reason for his comparatively unim- 
pressive showing during the early part of the 
season. It was Mr. Balding’s impression that 
Pukka Gin, like his sire, had distinct track prefer- 
ences, and dia not like a holding track. 

Mr. Balding indicated that Pukka Gin would 
not be pointed for any of the winter stakes in 
New Orleans, but that his preparation would be 
aimed directly at the Kentucky Derby. The dis- 
tance-running abilities of his sire and his mater- 
nal grandsire, *St. Germans, suggest that, if he 
remains sound, he will be able to handle the dis- 
tances of the American classics as well as any 
candidate for 3-year-old honors. 

Lieutenant Coloney Whitney’s filly Boojiana, 
which could run like a scared rabbit, according 
to the testimony of horsemen who saw her, I did 
not get to see, except at a distance in a paddock. 
She has wide-set, crooked, unsound fore legs, and 
they were heavily bandaged. These legs, and 
the extreme speed they carry, are, I understand, 
partly an inheritance from her dam, Foxiana, by 
*Stefan the Great out of Istar, by Von Tromp 
out of Ishtar, by Sam Lucas. This mare, whose 
unfashionable breeding gives her a sort of special 
distinction among the royal pedigrees of the 
great Whitney stud, was purchased from E. L. 
Snyder when he became trainer for the Whitney 
stable. She was a tough old campaigner which 
won 16 races in five seasons, and was roughly 
comparable in class to Count Fleet’s dam, Quick- 
ly, though probably not quite so good. She ran 
in allowance races, but found her best opportuni- 
ties in claiming races ranging as low as $1,700 
and as high as $3,500. 

Among the sires of prominent 2-year-olds of 
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1943 the most amazing performance was that of 
Calumet Farm’s Bull Lea, from whose first crop 
came three of the 11 highest-ranking fillies, Du- 
razna, Twilight Tear, and Harriet Sue. If there 
were only Durazna, the performance would at- 
tract only casual attention, since Durazna is out 
of the splendid mare Myrtlewood, one of the best 
race mares of recent years and already dam of 
the high-class Miss Dogwood, by Bull Lea’s sire 
*Bull Dog. But Twilight Tear and Harriet Sue 
make it a different story. Twilight Tear is the 
third foal of Lady Lark, which won one of her five 
races, produced three foals for Calumet, and was 
sold. Bay Servant, dam of Hyman Friedberg’s 
Harriet Sue, was an undistinguished mare which 
went through the mill for 59 starts at two and 
three, winning five races, her highest class being 
that of a $1,200 selling plater. 

Divided according to the racing class of their 
dams, the top 2-year-olds fall into a normal pat- 
tern. Of the top ten colts and top eleven fillies, 
five are out of stakes-winning mares, Durazna, 
Occupy, Lucky Draw, Mrs. Ames, and Bee Mac. 
Eleven others are out of winners, and of these 
only the dams of Harriet Sue and Countess Wise 
were as low in class as a $1,500 plater. Thread o’ 
Gold’s dam placed once third in five starts. The 
dams of Pukka Gin, Royal Prince, and Whirl- 
about were unraced. Pennant Girl, the dam of 
Black Badge, raced once unplaced. This mare, 
whose six earlier winners included Black Badge’s 
full brother the Breeders’ Futurity winner Roman 
Flag, was so frightened in an unloading episode 
at the Churchill Downs track that she became un- 
manageable and was barred from starting. Best 
line on her probable racing class was a workout 
of six furlongs in 1:12 over the old Lexington 
track, which was a fairly tough chore. 

Divided according to birthrank, Platter, Royal 
Prince, Mrs. Ames, and Cocopet are first foals of 
their dams. Pukka Gin, Miss Keeneland, Boojji- 
ana, Dance Team, and Thread o’ Gold are second 
foals; Durazna, By Jimminy, Rodney Stone, Twi- 
light Tear, and Whirlabout third foals; Harriet 
Sue, fourth; Occupy and Lucky Draw, fifth; 
Countess Wise, sixth; Black Badge and Bee Mac, 
eighth; and Boy Knight, tenth. 

Countess Wise is by the dead Wise Counsellor, 
an amazingly prepotent horse whose unfashion- 
able pedigree prevented breeders from sending 
good mares to his court. His genetic riches were 
almost completely wasted on undistinguished 
mates. Darter, the dam of Countess Wise, won 
one race, a maiden claiming affair in which she 
was priced at $1,500, but she was by Dodge out of 
stakes winner Azurita and was a sister to the 
stakes winner Dunmore and half-sister to the 
stakes winner Deliberator.

Halberd for *Gino 


AST year David N. Rust, Jr., master of Rock- 

ridge Farm at Leesburg, Va., lost the popular 
stallion *Gino. Last week Mr. Rust came to Lex- 
ington and filled *Gino’s shoes by the purchase, 
from Walter M. Jeffords, of the *Blenheim II colt 
Halberd, a prominent 2-year-old of 1940 which 
had been out of action because of an injury. Hal- 
berd was shipped January 15 to Rockridge Farm, 
where he will stand along with Time Maker (sire 
of Time Supply), Robert J. Randolph’s Teddy 
Beau, and J. H. Wilson’s Charley O., which has 
been at the Virginia farm the last three seasons. 
The sale was made through the Cromwell Blood- 
stock Agency. 

Halberd is a handsome chestnut colt by *Blen- 
heim II out of the top-class stakes winner Wand, 
by Man o’ War out of Baton, by the English 
Hainault. He is the third foal, third winner pro- 
duced by Wand, whose earlier offspring were 
Warlock and Caduceus, the latter third in the 
1941 Futurity. Wand is a full sister to the stakes 
winners Boatswain and Kearsarge. 

Halberd was bred by Walter M. Jeffords, raced 
under the colors of Mrs. Jeffords. At two he ran 
eight times, won one race, the winner-take-all 
Saratoga Special, was second in three races, in- 
cluding the Sagamore Stakes, and third in one, 
earning $9,120. An injury to a hind leg forced 
him out of training, and when he returned to the 
races at three the injury still bothered him. He 
made only one start at three, finishing unplaced in 
Slide Rule’s Swift Stakes at Belmont Park. 


Breeding Notes 


The 9-year-old broodmare Septime, owned by 
Frank Ellins, of Toronto, had to be destroyed re- 
cently after she had fallen on the ice and broken 
a leg. A winner of 12 races and a half-sister to 
the stakes winner Piquet, she was by The Porter 
out of the stakes winner Parry, by Peter Pan. 
She was bred to Shoeless Joe last spring but was 
barren. 

Harrie B. Scott, owner of Shandon Farm, Lex- 
ington, has purchased three *Blenheim II mares 
in recent months. His latest acquisition, from T. 
C. Melrose, is the 4-year-old Astraea, a bay 
daughter of *Blenheim II—*Asteria, by Asterus. 

Preston Hinebaugh, field director of the Ohio 
Horse Breeders Association, reports that John W. 
Galbreath, owner of Darby Dan Farm, near 
Columbus, Ohio’s largest Thoroughbred nursery, 
has bred six crops of foals at Darby Dan, number- 
ing 57 horses, and that 25 of them raced in 1943 
and won 72 races. Seven winning 2-year-olds 
were included. Mr. Galbreath has 16 2-year-olds 
to race this year. His own stallions are Burgoo 
King, Isaiah, and Saladin. Among the outside 
stallions to which he has booked mares for 1943 
are War Admiral and Blue Larkspur, two seasons 
each.

Reports that Hollywood Park, at Los Angeles, 
might reopen in 1944 have been in circulation for 
some time, but more than usual weight was car- 
ried by an announcement made January 17 by 
General Manager Jack Mackenzie that ‘“‘we hope” 
to reopen the track this year. 

Basis for tne hope is that the North American 
Aviation Company, which has been using the 
track for storage purposes, is building its own 
warehouses in a more convenient location, elimi- 
nating the present huge amount of hauling. It 
was considered that as much as four months 
might be needed to complete the new storage fa- 
cilities, and that many weeks of work would be 
necessary to get the plant back into condition 
for racing. Mr. Mackenzie felt that mid-August 
or early September would be the earliest the track 
could hope to open. 

Should Hollywood Park succeed in holding a 
meeting, it also seemed possible that Santa Anita 
Park and perhaps Del Mark might hold 1945 
meetings there.

EXPERIMENTAL HANDICAP 


BONE eagerly seized upon during the winter, 

when the racing fare is not paritcularly 
ample, is the annual Experimental Handicap com- 
piled by John B. Campbell, racing secretary and 
handicapper for all the New York tracks. 

The handicap has its oddities. It is taken, in 
some quarters, as an appraisal of the 2-year-olds 
of its year, which it is not, exactly. The present 
handicap, for instance, does not assert that Pukka 
Gin was a better 2-year-old than Occupy; it as- 
serts instead that Pukka Gin will be five pounds 
better than Occupy as a 3-year-old, at distances 
of 1% miles or more. To complicate the matter a 
little, the Jamaica track runs an Experimental 
Free Handicap in April, open to the horses in 
Mr. Campbell's handicap at the weights assigned, 
but at six furlongs. 

C. V. Whitney’s Champagne Stakes winner, 
Pukka Gin, by Firethorn——Crauneen, by *St. Ger- 
mans, has actual top weight of 126 pounds, which, 
when the five-pound sex allowance is considered, 
ranks him level with the Bull Lea filly Durazna 
and the *Blenheim II filly Miss Keeneland.

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Jack Joyner's 
Life Story 


This is the fifth installment of Mr. Newman’s 
biography of the late Andrew Jackson Joyner. 
This section of Mr. Joyner’s life, dealing with his 
early connections, is in his own words. 


CHAPTER III 


HE year 1892 was unquestionably the most im- 
portant in my life. It was in that year I was 
engaged by August Belmont to train his horses, 
which raced under the nom de course of Blemton 
Stable, an anagram of the family name Belmont. 
Later the horses owned by his older brother, the 
Hon. Perry Belmont, who had been a member of 
the House of Representatives for four terms and 
United States Minister to Spain, and those of his 
younger brother, Oliver Hazard Perry Belmont, a 
graduate of Annapolis and a lieutenant in the 
Navy, were also entrusted to me. 

These connections were of inestimable benefit; 
they placed me among the foremost trainers in 
this country and brought me a prestige I had 
never known before. 

The elder August Belmont was a power in rac- 
ing circles from the revival of racing in the North, 
about the close of the Civil War, until his death

in 1890—a quarter of a century. Before I left 
Weldon as a boy his name was one to conjure 
with on the Turf, and his ‘maroon, red sash and 
cap” had been carried to victory in the principal 
races at Saratoga and Jerome Park and later at 
Monmouth Park and Sheepshead Bay. He began 
breeding Thoroughbreds at Babylon, Long Island, 
about 1865 and twenty years later he removed his 
Nursery Stud to Lexington, Kentucky. His first 
winner was the filly Maid of Honor, which origi- 
nally raced in Sir Roderick Cameron's pretty 
“white with Maltese cross’ silks. She was pur- 
chased by the elder August Belmont in 1866, and 
at Jerome Park on October 3 that year won a 
match at $1,000 a side, defeating Forbes and 
Jerome’s filly Redwing. 

Mr. Belmont won the third running of the Bel- 
mont Stakes with Fenian, a colt dropped at Baby- 
lon. He was by *Mickey Free out of *Spiletta, a 
mare he purchased from A. Keene Richards. His 
first outstanding horse was Glenelg, bred by Sir 
Roderick Cameron at his stud at Clifton, Staten 
Island. Glenelg, by Citadel out of *Babta, by 
Kingston, was acquired as a yearling for $2,000 
in 1867 and as a 3-year-old won the Travers. 
At four he was reckoned the best horse in train- 
ing, beating Maggie B. B. at Saratoga, and win- 
ning the Maturity Stakes and the Bowie Stakes, 
the latter in four mile heats. As Mr. Belmont had 
Censor and Kentucky, purchased for $15,000, 
standing as sires at Babylon, he sold Glenelg and 
the mares Finesse and Ulrica to Milton H. San- 
ford for $10,000. In Kentucky Glenelg was a 
great success as a stock horse; he led the list of 
sires four times and died full of years and honors 
at the farm of Tyree Bates in Tennessee on Octo- 
ber 23, 1897, at the age of 31. Finesse won the 
third running of the Champagne Stakes in 1869,

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and Carita and Lady Rosebery were successful in 
the renewals of this stake in 1879 and 1880. Mr. 
Belmont’s *The Ill-Used, which he bought for 520 
guineas and imported as a yearling, and King- 
fisher, purchased from Daniel Swigert after win- 
ning the Travers in 1870, won important races for 
him and later became successful sires at Babylon. 

Mr. Belmont retired from racing temporarily in 
1881, but returned in 1888 and engaged James 
Rowe to train for him. The trainers in his first 
period on the Turf included Jacob Pincus, the 
elder Charles Littlefield, John McClelland, and 
Louis Stuart. 

Neither Censor nor Kentucky was a success at 
stud, but *The Ill-Used and Kingfisher were suc- 
cessful sires—their fillies in particular were far 
above the average. The Nursery Stud was trans- 
ferred to Lexington in 1885, and a year later Mr. 
Belmont imported St. Blaise, then six years old. 
He had won the 1883 Derby, trained by John Por- 
ter, in the colors of Sir Frederic Johnstone but 
was purchased from Lord Alington. *St. Blaise 
was a chestnut horse by the Derby winner and 
premier sire Hermit, out of the Marsyas mare 
Fusee. He was acquired because of the fact that 
Kingfisher was then 18 and *The Ill-Used 15. The 
former died July 1, 1890, and *The Ill-Used June 
4, 1891. 

In the second phase of his racing career the 
Belmont colors were carried by such good horses 
as Prince Royal, Fides, Peeress, Masher, La Tosca, 
Raceland, and Potomac. The last-named won 
the Futurity and the Flatbush Stakes in 1890. 
Had. Mr. Belmont lived another year he would 
more than have duplicated his success of 1890, 
when he led the winning owners, as Prince Royal, 
La Tosca, and Potomac continued to display first- 
class form, and among the horses bred by Mr. 
Belmont that were 2-year-olds in 1891 were the 
good stakes winners St. Florian and His Highness, 
winner of the Futurity and $106,900. He was the 
first horse in this country to win over $100,000 
in one season. 

I have purposely given the history of the elder 
August Belmont’s racing and breeding triumphs 
for several reasons. He was the finest sportsman 
of his era, he was successful in everything he 
undertook, and he and his associates placed racing 
on a plane higher than it had ever known. What 
little reputation I then possessed as a trainer was 
built upon two horses that had come out of his 
stable, Oriflamme and Chesapeake. And through 
his three sons I was given the opportunity to 
train great horses and add to my reputation. 

Pursuant to the will of the elder August Bel- 
mont, the racing and breeding stock were sold by 
auction. The racing stable consisting of the 
horses in training and the yearlings, were offered 
for sale at Babylon, Long Island, December 28, 
1890. The breeding stock was not dispersed until 
the following October. 

At Babylon Potomac was the star of the sale; 
he won the Futurity and Flatbush that year. 
Fred Eschner, then a successful bookmaker, made 
the opening bid, of $15,000. Colonel Bruce, the 
auctioneer, glared at him and remarked, “For 
Heaven's sake, gentlemen, do not ask me to sell 
a Futurity winner for $15,000.” On behalf of 
John E. MacDonaid, I bid $20,000. Mike Dwyer 
raised it to $22,000. Eschner came back with 
»24,000, and then Mike Dwyer got the colt for an 
additional $1,000. At three Potomac won four 
races in six starts, including the Realization, 
worth $30,850. Potomac became the first horse 
to realize J. G. K. Lawrence’s dream of winning 
the Futurity and the Realization; Mr. Lawrence 
had originated both stakes.

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Tosca was purchased by the Schuylkill Stable 
(Hough Brothers) for $13,000; she was a good 
winner at three under Frank Bray, was sold to 
Pierre Lorillard for $14,000, and he in turn sold 
her to General Sanford and Sons for $15,000. At 
their Hurricana Stud, Amsterdam, New York, she 
produced by three different sires the stakes win- 
ners Chuctanunda, Caughnawaga, and Mohawk 
II, and her daughter, La Tosca II, a sister to 
Chuctanunda, was the dam of the good race horse 
and fair sire Sir John Johnson. 

Raceland was knocked down to Mike Dwyer for 
$6,000 and proved a bargain. The Dwyer Broth- 
ers had split up and their horses were offered for 
sale at the Elizabeth race track in November. 
Frank McCabe continued to train for Phil Dwyer, 
Hardy Campbell went with Mike. Prince Royal, 
always one of Mr. Belmont’s favorites, went to 
Phil Dwyer for $6,500. Of the yearlings, Phil 
Dwyer bought St. Carolus for $5,100; *Victory 
was purchased by Davy Johnson on behalf of 
Billy Lakeland for $4,000; George E. Smith 
(Pittsburgh Phil) made his debut as an owner by 
buying King Cadmus for $4,000; the Messrs. Mor- 
ris (that is, the ; resent Alfred Hennen Morris 
and his father, John Morris) bought St. Florian 
for $6,600 and under Wyndham Walden’s tutelage 
he won the Great American and other stakes. He 
was blind in one eye. Fred Eschner, who had 
vainly tried .o buy Potomac, wound up with the 
3-year-old Magnate for $4,000. 

David Gideon, for whom I was to train later, 
went to James Rowe and asked him to select and 
purchase three yearlings for Mr. Gideon’s ac- 
count. For this service he agreed to pay Rowe 
40 per cent of whatever they would win at two. 
The horses, of course, were to be trained by John 
J. Hyland, trainer for Mr. Gideon and John Daly.

Rowe bought His Higness for $3,400, Schuylkill, a 
brother to Potomac and Chesapeake, for $2,800, 
and the filly Tarantella for $3,100. His Highness 
was the bargain of the entire vendue. At two he 
won nine races, was second once, and twice un- 
placed, earning $106,900. Among his victories 
were the Great Trial, the Double Event, the Se- 
lect Stakes, and the Futurity under 130 pounds. 
He was a disappointment thereafter, but at the 
stud of Gideon and Daly at Holmdel, N. J., he 
sired a number of useful horses and one very high- 
class one, Jean Beraud. 

The dispersal sale of the Nursery Stud took two 
days. The first day, devoted mainly to brood- 
mares, was October 16, 1891, at Hunt’s Point. 
The stallions and the yearlings were sold October 
1/ at the Panorama Building, Seventh Avenue 
and Fiftieth Street, New York City. Both sales 
were under the auspices of Tattersalls of New 
York, with William Easton as auctioneer. 

E. C. Potter, acting for the younger August 
Belmont and O. H. P. Belmont, bought eight 
mares, including *Princess for $14,100, Fides 
for $12,100, *Bella Donna for $8,800, Lady Mar- 
garet for $6,100, Feu Follet for $5,100, She for 
$5,100, and Semiramis for $1,500. Semiramis 
was only three years old; her daughter, Nineveh, 
later produced Norman III, destined to win for Mr. 
Belmont his classic triumph, the Two Thousand 
Guineas of 1908. Semiramis was carrying Nine- 
veh at the time. She was one of the last foals 
by *The Ill-Used, which had died the previous 
June. Belinda, foaled in 1885, was purchased by 
Marcus Daly, but at the dispersal sale of his Bit- 
ter Root Stud, at old Madison Square Garden, on 
January 31, 1901, Mr. Belmont, represented by 
John Boden, bought Belinda back for $800 and 
from her bred Blandy, winner of the first race

ever run at Belmont Park, on opening day in 
1905 and also subsequently winner of the Withers. 
On the second night of the Bitter Root sale Mr. 
Belmont bought *St. Eudora for $5,000; John 
Boden was again “the voice.’’ This mare is the 
third dam of that fine 2-year-old Alsab which you 
and I saw whip Requested in their match race at 
Belmont in 1941. 

On the same day James Rowe, acting on behalf 
of Mr. Belmont, bought three old mares: *La 
.oucques, the dam of La Tosca, and then 23 
years old; *Nellie James, 24 years old; and Wood- 
bine, 22 years old. They cost $10,500, $1,600, and 
1,250 respectively. Mr. Belmont was motivated 
solely by the desire to assure these old mares, 
which had done exceptionally well as producers 
for his father, a comfortable home for their few 
remaining months. Mr. Potter, on behalf of O. H. 
P. Belmont, bought Susquehanna for $13,600. 
Magnetism, by Kingfisher—Attraction, by *Bal- 
rownie, was purchased for the account of Perry 
Belmont for $6,100. 

On the second day of the sale a record price 
for a stallion sold by auction was established 
when Charles Reed bought *St. Blaise for 
$100,000. Mr. Reed owned the Fairview Stud, in 
Tennessee, and was on the lookout for a sire to 
replace *Mr. Pickwick, which had died July 18, 
1890. Magnetizer, foaled in 1885, was sold to W. 
T. Shreve for $16,000. Fiddlesticks, foaled in 
1873, went to Sam Lucas for $900, and Peter 
Weber got Nonesuch for $500. 

Among the yearlings offered was St. Domingo, 
a chestnut colt by *St. Blaise—-Lady Primrose, 
and he was purchased by Jacob Ruppert for 
$30,000. St. Leonards, by *St. Blaise—Belladon- 
na, was purchased by Foxhall P. Keene for 
$10,000. St. Domingo was a failure (ne ran once

and was last) but St. Leonards was a good 
winner. 

August Belmont bought five of the yearlings, 
and they were the nucleus of the Blemton Stable. 
Two were colts, a bay out of Cordelia and a bay 
out of Simple Gold; both were by *The Ill-Used 
and cost $/,100 and $2,600 respectively. The bay 
filly by *The Ill-Used out of Lady Rosebery cost 
$11,000, the bay by *St. Blaise out of Clara cost 
$10,000, and the chestnut by *St. Blaise out of 
Bella cost $7,100. James Rowe acted for Mr. Bel- 
mont in these transactions. 

*St. Blaise remained at the Fairview Stud until 
1902. He was a failure there—Mr. Reed neg- 
lected to buy the mares in the Nursery Stud that 
had made *St. Blaise’s reputation. In 1902 he 
was sold to James B. Haggin, and shortly after 
he was re-purchased by August Belmont, more as 
a matter of sentiment than anything else, and 
brought back to the Nursery Stud, where he died 
in 1909. 

I was asked if I would train the five yearlings 
purchased for the account of August Belmont. 
Naturally I accepted with alacrity and went to 
Babylon to superintend their training. James 
Rowe had been unable to make a suitable connec- 
tion as a trainer, so he turned his attention to 
starting horses and acted as a starter until the 
end of he 1895 season, when he took charge of the 
horses of Col. W. L. Thompson of the Brookdale 
Stud, the best of which was Requital. 

I was 32 years old when I began training for 
Mr. Belmont in 1892, and he was seven years 
older than I. I doubt if the American Turf in all 
its history ever boasted of a finer lot of horsemen 
than I was associated with in that period. Among 
them were Byron McClelland, James Rowe, John 
W. Rogers, J. H. McCormick, William Lakeland,

A Negro trainer is a rarity on our race tracks 
, today, but in that period among the colored train- 
ers were Albert Cooper, Mat. Early, Andrew 
Thompson, Ed. (Brown Dick) Brown, and Henry 
Harris. 

Albert Cooper, who had come up under Bill 
Bird, was training for James R. and Foxhall P. 
Keene—he had Domino as a yearling. It was 
James R. Keene’s custom to come to the stable 
on Sunday mornings to look over the horses. One 
morning Albert Cooper spoke about his accounts 
and asked for some money. Mr. Keene, although 
scrupulously honest, was slow pay and tried to 
give Cooper the “brush-off’’ by remarking, “You 
will have to make out your accounts, Cooper, and 
mail them to my office—then the bookkeeper will 
attend to it.” Cooper replied, “Yas sah, Boss 
Keene. A naught is a naught, a figger a figger— 
all foh the white man and none foh the nigger.” 

The colt by *The Ill-Used—-Cordelia was named 
Corduroy; the one by the same sire out of Simple 
Gold was Ingot. The filly by *The Ill-Used—Lady 
Rosebery was called Lady Violet; the one by *St. 
Blaise—Clara, Clarinda, and the one by the same 
sire out of Bella, Bellegarde. I was still training 
Chesapeake, owned in partnership with Jack Mc- 
Donald. I also owned a 2-year-old, a bay colt 
named Muscovite, by *Muscovy—Bracken. After 
Chesapeake won his first start of the year in my 
name about the end of July at Monmouth, I sold 
out my interest in him to Jack McDonald. Mus- 
covite raced three times in my name, winning his 
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first start, for maiden 2-year-olds, was third in 
the Vernal Stakes, second in a selling race, 
whence he was claimed by one J. Brennan. 

Of the five Belmont 2-year-olds, one colt and 
two fillies won. All three were stakes winners. 
Ingot was useless as a racing proposition; he 
was drafted out and sold to “Father Bill’ Daly. 
The filly Clarinda did not train satisfactorily and 
was retired to the Nursery Stud. 

Corduroy ran nine times. He forfeited his 
maiden allowance in his third start, winning the 
Double Event, worth $3,800, and was third in the 
Surf and Algeria Stakes. 

The filly Bellegarde ran seven times, won once 
and was second once. Her victory was scored in 
the Sapphire Stakes, worth $1,935, at Sheepshead 
Bay in September, and she was second in her first 
start, a maiden race at Sheepshead Bay in June, 
the race immediately following Montana’s Sub- 
urban victory. 

Lady Violet, however, was the star of the lot. 
She was the best filly I ever trained for Mr. Bel- 
mont. That year she ran 11 times, won six races, 
was second in three, third in one, and once un- 
placed. She was the first starter under Mr. Bel- 
mont’s “scarlet, maroon sleeves, black cap’ on 
opening day at Sheepshead Bay, June 18, in the 
first half of the Double Event. She was ridden 
by Isaac Murphy, one of the best jockeys I have 
ever seen here or abroad, and was joint favorite 
with Jacob Ruppert’s Ajax, winner of his previous 
race—they closed at 8 to 5. I also started Cordu- 
roy in the same race. There were no entries in- 
sofar as the betting was concerned in those days, 
and Corduroy was an outsider; he was ridden by 
Willie Midgley. Ajax won, Lady Violet was fifth, 
and Corduroy sixth. Lady Violet, however, made 
amends in her next start three days later, when

Nine Crops Have Won 


In the summarized stud records of 56 
prominent sires, published in THE BLoop- 
HoRSE of last March 13, Diavolo had a 
higher percentage of winners (75%) than 
any of the other stallions. The tabulation 
included racing to January 1, 1943. The 
proportion of winners increased to 78 per 
cent during 1943. Sixty-five per cent of 
the winners in his first nine crops won at 
two. 

Diavolo sired six 2-year-old winners last 
season from his tenth crop, including the 
stakes winner Green Bush, from 16 starters. 
Five others were placed. He also is sire 
of the stakes winners Irksome, White 
Cockade, Faust, Teufel, Mars Shield, Laven- 
gro, Matterhorn, Scurry, Witchlike, Devil's 
Crag, and Minnelusa.

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she won the Foam Stakes, ridden by Garrison. 
She was second choice at 5 to 2, and defeated the 
favored Don Alonzo, owned by Frank Ehret and 
trained by Matt Allen. Her other victories were 
scored in the Lassie Stakes, the Autumn Stakes, 
the Belles Stakes, the Flatbush Stakes, and the 
Great Eastern Handicap. She was favorite in the 
Flatbush, at seven furlongs, and, ridden by Willie 
Simms, won easly by 1! lengths. In the Great 
Eastern Handicap, she carried 125 pounds, was 
favorite at 11 to 5. At the finish she was a half- 
length in front of Sir Francis (105), Don Alonzo 
(128) was third, Ajax (110) fourth, and Cordu- 
roy (108) fifth. Johnny McCafferty’s Helen 
Nichols was in the beaten field; this daughter of 
Iroquois ran in 13 races that year, winning 12. 
The only time she was beaten was when she 
started for the Great Eastern Handicap in which 
Lady Violet was giving her seven pounds. 

Next to Morello, which beat her in the Futurity, 
Lady Violet was the best 2-year-old of the year. 
Morello won 14 of his 17 races that year. She 
finished second to Don Alonzo in the Junior 
Champion Stakes at scale weights but she was off 
badly, and so far out of it in the early stages 
that the bookmakers offered 30 to 1 against her 
chances, though she had started favorite at 13 to 
5. She ran down all nine of her rivals, bar Don 
Alonzo. 

I never had another 2-year-old filly half as good 
until Tradition came along in 1904. After the 
Ehret sale that autumn I wondered how much 
Lady Violet would have realized had she been 
in the Ehret stable. Don Alonzo was purchased 
by Mike Dwyer for $30,000, and Sir Francis by 
Marcus Daly for $26,000, and Lady Violet to my 
mind was better than either. 

Speaking of sales, the Algeria Stud of the Hon. 
W. L. Scott was dispersed this year and Mr. Bel- 
mont bought the imported French-bred Rayon 
d'Or, by Flageolet—Araucaria, by Ambrose, then 
16 years old, for $32,000 and put him at the head 
of the Nursery Stud. Bred by Comte Frederic 
de Lagrange at the Dangu Stud, *Rayon d’Or was 
a high-class race horse, winning among other 
races the St. Leger. Congressman Scott bought 
him for $40,000 and placed him at the head of his 
Algeria Stud, near Erie, Pa., and he sired 
Tenny, Banquet, Tea Tray, and Chaos for his 
importer. For Mr. Belmont he made only about 
four seasons at stud, but sired Octagon and 
Don de Oro, and his daughters proved to be first- 
class producers for the Nursery Stud. 

On the whole the year had been a successful 
one, for Mr. Belmont’s three 2-year-olds had won 
eight races, been second four times, third four 
times, earning $36,458, and Chesapeake and Mus- 
covite earned $2,050 for me. 

From a financial standpoint the next year, 1893, 
about paralleled that of 1892. Horses I trained 
won 15 races and earned $36,915. All of this, 
however, accrued to Mr. Belmont, so the earnings 
of the stable insofar as he was concerned were 
slightly better. 

Lady Violet was our chief disappointment. She 
failed to reproduce her form as a 2-year-old and 
won but two races all year. She was amiss all 
spring and early summer. She started only twice 
before July, and won her first race, a purse at 
Monmouth near the end of July, and did not win 
again until nearly a month later also at Momouth. 
This was in a purse at five furlongs, beating 
Sirocco, Domino’s sister Correction, White Rose, 
Wah Jim, and Hammie. Lady Violet was a filly 
with an extreme burst of speed, which accounted 
for her victories over these high-class sprinters. 

Patrician, a 2-year-old by *St. Blaise—Peeress, 
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won two races. After his second victory at Mon- 
mouth, a seller in which he was entered to be sold 
for $2,000, I moved him up and ran him in small 
stakes but without winning. I then consented to 
his sale to Phil Dwyer, and shortly after had the 
mortification of seeing him win five races in his 
new ownership—and among them was the Nurs- 
ery Stakes. Patrician continued to show excel- 
lent form at three and four. 

Five of the horses won stakes that year. Lady 
Rosemary, a chestnut filly by *St. Blaise—Lady 
Primrose, took the Lassie Stakes, worth $2,910, at 
Monmouth. At the same course Hurlingham won 
the valuable Hopeful Stakes, worth $7,090, at the 
expense of Hyder Abad, a colt owned by Albert 
Cooper and later sold to James R. Keene for 
$30,000 to get him out of Domino’s way. He was 
a son of *King Galop out of *Playing Fields. 
Economist, a chestnut colt by Miser out of Pre- 
tense, won the Autumn Maiden Stakes, worth 
$1,275, at Sheepshead Bay but was drafted out of 
the stable shortly after and sold to Jack Bennett. 

The best of the 2-year-olds was Jack of Spades, 
a bay colt by Magnetizer out of the old Dollar 
mare Nellie James. She was 24 years old when 
she produced Jack of Spades. He started 12 
times and won but three races, though all three 
were stakes. He left the maiden ranks at Mon- 
mouth early in July by winning the Seabright 
Stakes, worth $2,885. He was second choice at 10 
to 1, and Dobbins was a raging favorite at 1 to 4, 
but Mr. Belmont’s colt gained the decision by a 
neck. His next victory was also scored at Mon- 
mouth in the Control Stakes, worth $4,000, for 
which he started favorite at 8 to 5 and won easily 
by four lengths. His third and last victory was 
worth $7,900. This was the Great Eastern Handi- 
cap at Sheepshead Bay, in which he carried 114 
pounds, and was second choice at 4 to 1. 

The 5 to 2 favorite, ‘“‘Doc’’ Street’s Galilee, 
which finished third to Domino and Dobbins in the 
Futurity, was third. Incidentally Jack of Spades 
finished fourth in the Futurity, for which he 
started at 40 to 1. He finished second to Horn- 
pipe in the Criterion Stakes at Monmouth and 
third in the August Stakes at the same track. 
Third was also his portion in the Matron Stakes 
won by Domino. Domino was the 2-year-old of 
the year, his dead heat in the match with Dobbins 
being the nearest he came to sustaining a defeat 
in nine races. He won $170,890, a record sum for 
a horse of his age. 

Racing had been proscribed in New Jersey at 
the end of the 1893 season, so there was no meet- 
ing at Monmouth in 1894. However, all things 
considered, the horses trained did fairly well, win- 
ning 31 races and earning $30,593. This was the 
year The Jockey Club was organized. John 
Hunter became its first chairman; on his resigna- 
tion he was succeeded by John H. Bradford, and 
the following year August Belmont was elected 
chairman. His father, the first August Belmont, 
had been president of the first American Jockey 
Club, so the family traditions were being adhered 
to. 

It was in 1894 that August Belmont’s brothers 
the Hon. Perry Belmont and Oliver Hazard Perry 
Belmont became more actively identified with 
racing. Both became members of The Jockey 
Club; in fact Perry Belmont is one of the two sur- 
viving charter members of The Jockey Club, Al- 
fred Hennen Morris being the other. 

The contract with Tony Hamilton having ex- 
pired, Henry Griffin, a finished jockey, did most 
of the riding for the stable. The Blemton horses 


of August Belmont won 26 races, but only one of 
these, the Fall Handicap at Sheepshead Bay, was

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a stakes, and this was worth but $1,450. This 
was the prize of Lady Violet, which showed a re- 
turn to form by winning five races, the same num- 
ber that fell to Song and Dance, whose brother in 
later years, Gold Heels, was a horse of the highest 
class. Both were bred by Gen. A. J. Cassatt in 
Pennsylvania. Jack of Spades won six races, but 
all were of the overnight variety. Hurlingham 
won four overnight events, and King Gold, a 2- 
year-old by Gold—*Principia, won four races. 
The only other 2-year-old winner was Tancred, a 
bay colt by Morglay—*Tarantala, and he won 
only one race. The horses were slow in coming to 
hand. Practically all of the races we won were 
won after the first of July and we finished the 
year racing at St. Asaph under the auspices of 
the Virginia Jockey Club. 

It will be recalled that O. H. P. Belmont bought 
the old mare Susquehanna, dam of Chesapeake 
and Potomac, at the Nursery Stud dispersal sale. 
This was in 1891; she was in foal to *St. Blaise 
and the following year she produced a chestnut 
colt that was appropriately named Brandywine. 
He came to me as a yearling and naturally I was 
much interested in him and hopeful he would do 
as well as his brothers. 

I was unable to get him to the races until the 
opening day of the autumn meeting at Sheeps- 
head Bay, August 25. The race selected for his 
debut was the Futurity, for which 17 started. He 
had been working well, but by reason of the fact 
Henry Griffin had to ride The Butterflies for his 
contract employers, Gideon and Daly, I was 
forced to employ the services of Lonnie Clayton, 
who was a first-class rider. Despite the fact that 
he had never run before, Brandywine started sec- 
ond choice with Connoisseur at 10 to 1. The 
Butterflies, which had an unblemished escutcheon, 
having won her previous two starts, was favorite 
at 4 to 5. She lived up to the faith imposed in 
her, leading from flagfall to finish, but she was all 
out to stave off the closing rush of Brandywine by 
a neck. Agitator was third, Connoiseur fourth, 
then came Gutta Percha (the first winner Max 
Hirsch ever rode in New York), Waltzer, Counter 
Tenor, and ten others. Brandywine raced a bit 
greenly—with a race under his belt he might have 
won. 

Three days later he won the Dash Stakes at 
five furlongs. I rode Clayton back, and in a beau- 
tiful finish he whipped McKee, Lester Reiff up, 
by a neck. These had been two hard races and 
they took more out of Brandywine than I sus- 
pected. Foolishly I ran him back the following 
Saturday in the Autumn Stakes. He was backed 
down to 3 to 5. Simms rode him but the best he 
could do was fourth to “Pittsburgh Phil’s” Ap- 
plause, Waltzer, and Gotham. I then rested him 
up for nearly a month and did not start him until 
October 6 at Morris Park in the Matron Stakes. 
Brandywine was favorite at 13 to 5, but to my 
consternation he finished in the ruck, thirteenth in 
a field of sixteen. The winner was James R. 
Keene's Agitator. 

Taking stock of the situation, I came to the 
conclusion if Brandywine was “long”’’ for the 
Autumn Stakes, he was probably “short” for the 
Matron, and to test this theory I ran him in the 
Dunmow Stakes two days later. Ridden by Ham- 
ilton, he was easy to back at 10 to 1, but ran a 
good race to finish second, beaten a head by his 
stable-companion, Perry Belmont’s Magian, rid- 
den by Simms. The three placed horses were 


ridden by Simms, Hamilton, and Clayton, three 
Negroes and three first class riders, and it is a 
sight I have not seen duplicated in over thirty 
Brandywine ran twice more that year. 


years. 
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In the Champagne Stakes he started a split favor- 
ite with Marcus Daly’s Salvation at level weights, 
and the son of Salvator—Chimera, trained by Mat 
Byrnes, won by 11% lengths. On October 13 
Brandywine ran his last race of the year in the 
Nursery Handicap at Morris Park under 113 
pounds. He was favorite at 6 to 5, ridden by Grif- 
fin, and won all the way. At the finish he was 
two lengths in front of Byron McClelland’s Halma, 
a black colt by Hanover—Julia L., destined to win 
the Kentucky Derby the next year. 

Perry Belmont had in training that year a 2- 
year-old bay colt named Magian, by *The Ill-Used 
out of Magnetism, a daughter of Kingfisher that 
he had purchased at the dispersal sale of the 
Nursery Stud. This colt, then unnamed, carried 
his owner’s ‘“‘maroon, scarlet hoops’’ to victory on 
the occasion of his first start, at Jerome Park, 
August 9. This was the first time Perry Bel- 
mont’s silks had appeared on a winner. In his 
next race, a sweepstakes at Jerome Park won by 
the Oneck Stable’s California, trained by Walter 
Rollins, he was unplaced, and followed this up by 
finishing fourth in the Sapphire Stakes, won by 
Pierre Lorillard’s Dolabra. At Sheepshead Bay 
he finished second to Jacob Ruppert’s Manchester 
and then picked up the winning thread again a 
Sheepshead Bay September 5, beating Mirage, 
Lobenguela, and others. This colt ran five times 
at the autumn meeting at Morris Park between 
October 6 and October 15. He was unplaced in 
the Matron Stakes. Then he won the Dunmow 
Stakes three days later, beating Brandywine, 
Connoisseur, Halma, Salvation, Bright Phoebus, 
and others. The stakes was worth $5,360. He 
was fifth in the Nursery Stakes ,won by his stable 
companion, Brandywine, and in his last race of 
the year, the White Plains Handicap, run two 
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days after the Nursery, he was one of the outsid- 
ers at 12 to 1 but won easily by a length from 
Counter Tenor, California, Silvia, Bill Wallace’s 
The Commoner, Dolabra, Cromwell, Owlet, Havoc, 
Annisette, Halma, and three others. The race 
was worth $3,730. 

The late Algy Daingerfield, for more than a 
generation the assistant secretary and assistant 
treasurer of The Jockey Club, frequently told me 
half of such success as I had I owed to my assist- 
ants and subordinates. At that I suspect he was 
more than half right. Stable management plays 
a vital role in tne success of a racing stable and 
I freely confess it has been my good fortune 
throughout my entire career as a trainer to have 
secured the services of exceptionally capable as- 
sistant trainers, foremen, grooms, jockeys, and 
exercise boys. 

During the period I trained for the Messrs. Bel- 
mont, Tom Murphy was my foreman. Murphy 
always was and still is, for that matter, a very 
capable trainer. This he proved when he went to 
France for Herman B. Duryea and trained *Dur- 
bar II to win the Epsom Derby in 1914. Later he 
trained winners for Osca Lewisohn, then went 
back to France and trained Asteroide and other 
good winners for Ralph B. Strassburger, and for 
the same owner in this country he trained the 
stakes winner *Salford II and for himself the re- 
cent stakes winner Le Havre. At the same time 
my head groom was John Schlosser, who later be- 
came my assistant trainer both here and in Eng- 
land, and died in that country. One of my exer- 
cise boys at that time, borrowed from Dan Honig, 
was Harry Mann, who later rubbed Water Pearl, 
Ormonde’s Right, and other horses for me when 
I trained for Sydney Paget. Harry Mann, at the

Bill For Saratoga

BROODMARE SIRES, 1943 


ROMINENCE on the list of sires of dams of 
winners, once achieved, is likely to be last- 
ing, for it depends, in addition to the class of the 
mares involved, on the number of mares which 
a stallion has in production. It is an infrequent 
occurrence for the leading broodmare sire to 
have fewer than 50 producing mares in the year 
in which he holds the leadership; High Time and 
Celt, each with 37 daughters producing winners, 
are the only leaders which have had fewer than 
40 during the years THE BLOOD-HORSE has been 
keeping statistics on this subject. Broodmare 
sire honors, consequently, usually come after a 
stallion has a large number of daughters in pro- 
duction and more often than not leadership in 
this department is a posthumous achievement. 
In 1943 Claiborne Stud’s *Sir Gallahad III, 
four times leader of the sire list, became for the 
second time leader of broodmare sires, having at- 
tained that eminence also in 1939. He was repre- 
sented in 1943 by 95 dams of 146 winners, which 
won 363 races and shared in six dead heats, and 
earned $516,386. All four figures are the highest 
of the season. Not since the days of *Star Shoot 
has a stallion sired dams of winners of such a 
sum; the productive son of Isinglass sired dams 
of winners of $702,733 in 1926, and of $521,469 in 
1928. Not since then has the leader’s total 
reached $500,000. In addition to the two times 
he has led the list, *Sir Gallahad III was fourth 
in 1940 and 1942, eleventh in 1941, third in 1938, 
fifth in 1937. 
Man o’ War, second on the 1943 list, has never 
led the broodmare sire list, but he has been among 
the first eight 10 times in the last 11 years, and

was second also in 1933 and 1942, third in 1937, 
1939, and 1941. The $384,080 won by the produce 
of his daughters is the largest total ever credited 
to him, and would have been sufficient to lead the 
list in seven of the 11 years. 

The next three on the list, *Chicle, *Sun Briar, 
and High Time, all are dead. *Chicle, which 
stood at the C. V. Whitney farm, was the 1942 
leader, second in 1941, third in 1940, seventh in 
1939, eighth in 1938, another example of the last- 
ing nature of broodmare sire prominence. *Sun 
Briar had been among the ten leaders for the 
three previous years. High Time had led the 
list in 1936 and 1940 and had been among the

Haste, the next living stallion on the list of 20 
leaders, has the fewest mares for so high a posi- 
tion, this being occasioned by the fact that one of 
these 16 mares was Quickly, dam of the season’s 
outstanding performer, Count Fleet. Those 
among the leading 20 for 1943 which have been 
leaders in previous years are Sweep (leader in 
1937 and 1942), Fair Play (1931, 1934, and 1938), 
and *Wrack (1935). 

The reduction in racing in 1943 reduced the 
number of sires represented by mares with win- 
ning produce, the number of producing mares, 
and the number of winners, to the lowest figures 
since 1937. The following figures are inclusive, 
and show the comparison of 1943 figures with 
those of the eight previous years.

Until the figures for 1941 were published, it was 
customary for THE BLOOD-HORSE’s broodmare sire 
list to include all stallions which had a mare to 
produce a winner during the year in question, a 
practice which made for a very long list and one 
which included a great many stallions which were 
either of very minor importance or had been so 
long dead that only one or two of their mares 
were left in production. The present list, like 
that for 1941 and 1942, includes only those stal- 
lions whose daughters have produced winners of 
$2,000 or more in first monies. This eliminates 
377 stallions, or more than a third of the total, 
but eliminates only 456 mares, less than 10 per 
cent of the total, and 485 winners, less than 8 
per cent of the total. Thus the sires of more than 
90 per cent of the producing mares of 1943, and 
more than 92 per cent of their winners, are ac- 
counted for in the list. The nine-year tabulation 
above, however, includes all broodmare sires. 

After the name of each stallion in the present 
list are the number of his daughters represented 
by winners in 1943, the number of their winners, 
number of races won, and the amount won in first
